Forty-five years ago yesterday 


present sovereign of England, HerMajes 
ty, Queen Victoria; ascended the throne, 
and has since ruled her people well auc 
honorably. 
Victoria was but a girl ol 


eighteen wheu her uncle, William IV., 
passed away and left to her the grave 
responsibilities and exalted place. She 
was immediately'inaugurated in a gentle 
and composed manner, nnd in her speech 
asserted her attachment to the constitu- 
tion of the country, and her purpose to 
rule in .accordance with-it, and the inter- 
vening period of forty-live years show, 
no instance when, respect, for the consti- 
tutional rights of her people was con- 
tradicted deliberately by her word or by 
her deed. 


During herforty-iive vears' reign, the 


Queen has been a faithful friend to her 
subjects in special times of distress. 
The 


nation has 
during this* period gone 


through many seasons of trials, and 
troubles have not been strangers to this 
ruler. 
The period of the Crimean war 


in]S53-1855, of the meeting iu India in 
1857-8, of our civil war, of the famine iu 
Ireland, of the rebellion of the Irish 
people in 18'-Iti-8, and the financial panic 
of 1817, have been seasous of grave re- 
sponsibility to the Queen. A half centnrj

material for patient study, and stroii, 
sympathy, even to men of another land 
and people; what then must it have been 
to stand for nearly all that time at the 
head of the kingdom, anxious with the 
anxiety of the people, rejoicing when they 
were elated, and depressed in their sor- 
row ! 
This reign has been one of par- 


ticularly individual sorrow to the Queen. 
The loss of a mother, a husband, and of 
her children, have doubtless lilted the 
Queen to recognize the sorrow and deso- 
lation of many British homes. The Queen 
is beloved of her subjects as few other 
nionarchs have been, and outside of her 
own realm she is respected aud even 
loved as it, woman of the greatest upright- 
ness and integrity. 


Much has been accumplished during 


her reign for the good aud greatness of a 
nation; religious freedom has been pre- 
served 
and 
enlarged; 
science 
has 


stretched out the rod of its power over 
new .dominions; literature has pursued 
its sweet and reasonable way, and mate- 
rial prosperity has been augmented; but 
a stainless name, wifely devotion, a mod- 
el motherhood, fearlessness and reproach- 
lessnesis, calmness under repeated deadly 
attacks, reverence and faith have done 
more for England's fame than if the 
Queen had counselled war and violence, 
aud led the people in a vain search for 
glory. 
Well may her subjects call thiti 


good Queen ''Her Gracious Majesty," and 
all true hearts in America will join in 
their prayer, "God save the qwsaji!"

four feet below the old level of Lake 
Dora n mound was discovered. The first 
excavation's revealed the existence of a 
clearly defined wall lying in u Hue tend- 
ing toward the southwest from where it 
wns first struck. This wiilj was com- 
posed of a dark brown sandstone, very 
much crumbled in places, but more dis- 
tinct, more clearly defined, and the stone 
more solid as the digging increased in 
depth. 
The wall was evidently the east- 


ern side of an ancient home or fortifica- 
tion, as the slope of the outer wall wns to 
the west. 


About eight feet from the elope of the 


eastern wall a naound of sand was struck, 
embedded in the muck formation ubove 
and around it. 
This Band mound was 


dug into only a few inches, ati the depth 
of the water demanded but a slight in- 
creased depth of the channel at 
that 


point, but enough was discovered to war- 
rant the belief that here on the north- 
v^esteru shore of Lake Dora is submerged 
a city or town or fortification older by 
centuries than anything yet discovered in 
this portion of Florida. Small, curiously 
shaped, block:i of sandstone, «o>«e of them 
showing traces of fire, pieces of pottery 


, aud utensils made of mottled Hint, were 


thrown out by the men while working 
.waist-deep iu water. 
A spear-head of 


mottled flint, five mid a half inches long 
by one aud it quarter inches wide, nicely 
finished, was taken from the top of the 
sand mound and about four feet 
below

KEEPING DUCKS. 


Many are deterred from keeping ducks 


because, having but a small yard, they

get along iu limited quarters, if they can 
nit have access lo plenty of water. Ducks 
nay be bred in a small pen, where there 
s merely a tank of water four feet 
by 


wo, and two feet deep. 
Many of the 


eggs, however, will be unfertile^ 
For 


success on a large styile a good sized pool 
if water is essential. 
The birds should 


mve the rim of a field. Care should be 
alien uot to overfeed breeding ducks; 
ind if early eggs be required, meat diet 
mist be given aud warm quarters at 
light. 
Ducks are exceedingly destrnc- 


ive iu n vegetable garden, and uhould 
lot be permitted therein; 
Cabbages or 


.uything green will quickly disappear 
mm sight.

DAJIAOES BY STRAY CATTLE.

does not keep up his half of the partition 
fence, aud my cattle get through and in- 
jure his crops, he has no redress against 
me, since his own neglect was, in part at 
least, the cause of his injury. 
But (hero 


is a very important addition 
to this 


rule. which 
is, if

laud, 
into

person and .there injure his crops, I am 
liable for the damage to "him, although 
my ovrii half of my fence is good, and my 
auiumls escaped through my immediate 
neighbor's defective fence. 
As to all per- 


sons except my nearest neighbor, I am 
still bound to keep my cattle ou my own 
laud, and it is no excuse fo*' me, so far as 
third persona are concerned, that my 
neighbor neglected 
his 
half 
of our 


division fence. 
Whether my neighbor 


would be liable to refund to me what I 
had to pay to such distant owner is uot 
yet settled, but it is established that the 
latter could uot himself sue the negligent 
land owner, but only the owner of the 
cattle. 
In fact, KG far ia this rule carried 


that although such third poi-sou did not 
keep up his own fence, and tbe cattle 
go into bin 
laud 
through 
his own 


fault, he can still make me pay the 
damages, because he is not bound iu 
law to keep up any .fence at all, except as 
against his nearest neighbor and not 
against my cattle further off. To make 
this matter still plainer, if A, B and C 
own three adjoining lots, and A's cattle 
stray into B's land through B's neglect, 
he 1msno remedy rigainst A; but if the 
cattle stray still further, on to the land 
of C also, 
and 
there do 
mischief, 


C 
has 
aclaim 
for 
the 
damages 


against A, 
even 
though 
the ani- 


mals went through his own broken-down 
feuce. 
Tho rule is that A must keep his 


animals at home at his own peril, Hence, 
if your vicious bulls escape from your 
pasture, solely through a defect in the 
division fence, which your neighbor was 
bound to keep up, and after roaming 
over his lot, finds 
his way into other 


lauds, still further away, and there in- 
jures man or beast, you are responsible, 
though you did not know tho fence was 
down.
